1. Claims 1-4, 7-10, 13 and 14 are pending. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-4, 7-10, 13 and 14 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for 
allowance: The prior art fails to teach in a software protection 
system matching read first information, that is stored inside 
the software, against decoded second information, transmitted to 
the software user, that was encrypted using a first key and 
decrypted using a second key.
